on an armed band of 57 of the 
nearly 300 convicts who escaped 
last Friday from Anchieta Island 
prison. 
Thirty-seven others wet e 
reported still at large and hiding 
out, but without 
weapons 
and 
ammunition. 
State Secretary 
for 
Security 
Elpidio Rea Ii. who returned b y 
plane last night from an inspec­ 
tion of Anchieta, said these were 
all of the escaped men still 
at 
large. 
He said order 
was 
re­ 
stored on the penal island Satur­ 
day after many of the prisoners 
who fled were captured or gave 
themselves up. 
Hunger and cold forced some 
♦o surrender. 
Others were 
be­ 
lieved to nave drowned 
during 
the break to the mainland three- 
tenths of a mile away. 
In the break Friday, 17 guards 
and workers at the prison were 
killed 
in the 
bloody 
fighting. 
Stealing guns aud 
ammunition, 
the convicts scattered to the main­ 
land, terrorizing 
coastal 
towns 
and fighting a running battle with 
police and troops. 
One prisoner 
was known to have been killed.

Fight To Regain Freedom Shown 
In Vote Against Price Controls 
CONGRESS has dealt w hat is described 
as a tentative blow, but may well be 
lethal, to the farcial bureaucracy of fed­ 
eral price controls. 
It has also moved to abolish the wage 
stabilization board, an equally ineffective 
and politically dominated arm of govern­ 
ment. 
While both votes are subject to recon­ 
sideration. there is ample evidence that 
the American people will in the majority 
back their respresentatives in efforts to 
end programs that are not only useless but 
sometimes harmful in curbing inflation. 
Price controls become meaningless when 
the retail price of most consumer 
com­ 
modities are well below the established 
ceiling. The price the consumer pays on 
many articles is now below and has never 
reached the ceiling price. 
Congress by a vote of 146 to 88 decided 
there should be no price controls on items 
which are not rationed or allocated; and 
that controls would be 
lifted 
on 
items 
which have been selling below ceiling for 
at least three months. 
Since no goods are now rationed and 
only a few metals are allocated, the effect 
of the amendment would be to remove just 
about all price controls or force the Office 
of Price Stabilization to order rationing on 
things it wants to keep under price ceil­ 
ings.

Airline Issue Is 
Stirred Up Again 
I 
F officials of Wisconsin Central Airline 
are corrcet in their appraisal of the sit­ 
uation, it is possible to establish certified 
mail and passenger service between the 
two peninsulas of Michigan within a mat­ 
te r of weeks. 
Wisconsin Central has proposed that it 
seek a temporary permit for the route un­ 
der an exemption procedure which would 
by-pass lengthy hearings, appeals, etc. The 
airline officials say that the 
Civil 
Aero­ 
nautics Board could authorize the tempor­ 
ary permit within three to four weeks and 
that actual service would be started with­ 
in an additional 60 day period. 
All of the Upper Peninsula communities 
that would be served by such service are in 
full agreement that the need for an air link 
between the two peninsulas of Michigan is 
great and urgent. 
As much as the U. P. cities want certi­ 
fied air service to Lansing and Detroit, 
however, they are not favorable to the 
Wisconsin Central proposal.

Schuman Plan Helps 
Europe To Unity 
T 
HE heralded Schumap plan, aimed at 
merging the coal and steel resources of 
Western Europe, is a reality at last. This is 
the first solid, down-to-earth step toward 
the economic unification of the continue 
As such, its importance is immense. 
There is, of course, much still to be done 
before this program begins to work. 
But 
with ratification by the parliaments of all 
six participating countries, the last major 
political obstacle has been cleared. 
Soon the foreign ministers of the six na­ 
tions will meet to set up an organization 
and operating machinery. Then will come 
the grubby task of spelling out the plan in 
working detail—no easy chore for coun­ 
tries so diverse in make-up 
as 
France, 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, The Neth­ 
erlands and Luxembourg. 
But 
the 
will abd the spirit that have 
brought the Schuman plan this far presum­ 
ably can carry it over the practical hurdles 
that lie ahead. 
The program is a milestone in Europe’s 
affairs because it is a frank recognition by 
the peoples of Western Europe that their 
economies are closely entwined and will 
probably work more effectively if actually 
integrated. 
The Schuman plan is an admission that 
the artificiality of political borders in a 
continent so narrowly circumscribed geo­ 
graphically can only do harm to the living 
standards and security of the peoples af­ 
fected. 
Rare courage and far-sightedness were 
required of Western Europe’s statesmen to 
push to final adoption. They had to buck 
not only the inertia of centuries that has 
kept Europe devided, but the active sabo­ 
tage of the Communist world. 
No one pretends that this plan originat­ 
ed, however, through the wholly noble mo­ 
tives of European statesmen. French For­ 
eign Minister Schuman, publicly credited 
as the program’s author, had his oyyn coun­ 
try’s interests very much at heart when he 
proposed the merger. 
France recognized that Germany’s in­ 
dustrial might was reviving. 
It realized 
that unless some kind of curb was placed 
upon this power, the day might come once 
more when it would be unleashed against 
the French.

Record History of Headaches 


That Are Repeated or Severe

One common type ut headache which hat 


not been recognized for many years ap­ 
pears to arise from a relaxation of th*? 
blood vessels rn or near the brain. In this 
type of headache the treatment consists of 
giving some fluid w'hich causes the blood 
vessels to contract. 
Indeed, there have been reports of rapid 
relief from this kind of headache merely 
by 
injecting 
adrenalin into one of the 
veins. 
Also, favorable reports have been 
made on the injection into the veins of a 
substance called sodium nicotinate (not re­ 
lated to the nicotine in tobacco). 


DRUGS MAY STOP MIGRAINE 


One 
of 
the most important kinds of 
headache is known as migraine. As a rule 
this type of headache is located on one side 
only. Befire it starts the sufferer often has 
peculiar sensations. In migraine, drugs giv­ 
en just before an attack may stop the con­ 
dition from full development. 
In all cases of aevere or repeated head­ 
aches, a complete history of the attacks 
should be taken. The victim of such a con­ 
dition should remember exactly where the 
headache is located and how it comes on. 
For example, if headaches often start aftei 
a severe nervous strain, the factor may be 
an important Clue.

HOW TO DO IT—Fishing is surrounded 
with more superstitious beliefs and signs 
than will be found in connection with any 
other sport. 
Science has been able to do little to bring 
the sports fisherman around to a logical 
look at his pastime of earthing fish. 
He 
still believes in signs and portents, the ef­ 
fect of the moon, and spitting on the hook. 
One fisherman we know, Leo Legacy 
of Marinette, 
did develop a method of 
spotting schools of walleyes on the bay 
that was novel if not successful. 
The first walleye Leo caught on a fishing 
trip would not be hauled in, but would 
serve as a “guide” to lead Leo to the other 
walleyes. This was done by cutting the line 
and attaching an inflated balloon to it. 
The theory was that the hooked walleye 
would follow his fellows, and where the 
balloon went bobbing across the water, Leo 
would follow in his boat.

DEBUNKING A SPORT—Dr. Edwin L. 
Cooper of the Michigan fisheries research, 
staff of the 
Conservation 
Department, 
maintains the superstitions, 
old 
wive’* 
tales and puie notions associated with fish­ 
ing are difficult to eradicate. 
Many of these superstitions are claim­ 
ed to have some scientific basis, yet Dr. 
Cooper says a search of reputable fish­ 
ing literature fails to yield much con­ 
crete evidence either in favor or in con­ 
tradiction to such claims.

Ceilings Taken Off 
Bulk Whisky, Cotton 
Drygoods And Hides 
WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Price 
veilngs have been removed from 
package 
and 
bulk 
whisky and 
wine. 
But since they are selling 
far below ceilings, 
the 
govern­ 
m ent doesn’t expect this action to 
bring any price changes. 
The same forecast was made by 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
(A PS) yesterday in lifting ceil­ 
ings from many cotton drygoods, 
hides and leather, and burlap and 
cotton bags. 
Bulk whisky is now selling 30 
to 47 per cent under ceilings and 
OPS said an oversupply of stored 
liquor is expected to bring other 
price drops. 
But price director 
Ellis Arnall said controls would 
be restored if prices climb within 
20 pier cent of the distillery ceil­ 
ings. 
The liquor decontrol order does 
not apply to drinks sold over the 
oar or in restaurants, nor to gin, 
liquers, beer and ale. Scotch, Ca­ 
nadian and other imported whis­ 
keys were decontrolled. 
The cotton goods decontrol ap­ 
plies to m anufacturers’ prices on 
sheets, pillow cases, towels, bed­ 
spreads, napkins, tablecloths, dia­ 
pers, blankets, thread, twine and 
cordage. 
The leather order covers whole­ 
sale prices, including those on do­ 
mestic hides and skins.

Allies To Free

MUNSAN, Korea— </P) —Unit­ 
ed Nations truce negotiators told 
the Communists today that 27,000 
Korean civilians will 
be 
freed 
from U. N. prison camps starting 
next month. The Reds 
protested 
immediately and violently. 
North Korean Gen. Nam ll ac­ 
cused the Allies of disposing of 
war prisoners “unilaterally.” He 
said the Communists never have 
recognized U. N. reclassification 
of war prisoners. 
Maj. Gen. William K. Harrison 
said most of the prisoners to be 
released were swept into Allied in­ 
ternm ent camps early in the war 
and later were found to be South 
Korean civilians. 
He denied Red assertions that 
the Allies want to keep war pris­ 
oners as “cannon fodder.” 
The negotiations made no pro­ 
gress toward solving the last key 
problem barring a Korean arm ­ 
istice—exchange of prisoners. 
They did agree to meet again to­ 
morrow' at ll a. rn.
